thereof, it shall be lawful and it is hereby made the (fut
of the board of supervisors of the county in which suc}yl
town shall be situated in any succeeding year thereafter,
to charge over any, and all such delinquent taxes, and a
penalty of twenty-five per cent. to the town thus delin-
quent, and add the same to the amount of the annual or
current tax apportioned to such town.
